Premier Anderson was himself de¬ 
feated, and late returns from Sas¬ 
katchewan looked doubtful for the 
survival of any of the ministry. Cald¬ 
well the C.C.F. leader was also de¬ 
feated. All cities went Liberal. The 
C.C.F. though electing only three can¬ 
didates, polled a substantial vote in 
rural ridings. The L’nited Front fail¬ 
ed lamentably to make a dent any¬ 
where. Premier Anderson who took 
over his power in 1929, heading a 
Conservative Co-operative Govern¬ 
ment, headed the only Conservative 
Government in Saskatchewan history. 
The Liberal leader, James D. Gardin¬ 
er, was elected in Melville by a very 
big majority. Several of the minis¬ 
ters of the "'aid Liberal-regime 
successful Candidates.

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EXPERIENCED EXAMINERS 


A number of our readers have asked the significance of 
the resolution passed -by the High School section of the 
tiighwooil branch A.T.A. at the meeting here last week. 
Ibis resolution refers to appointments made for the exam- 
fifing staff of the Departmental Examinations which will 
soon be upon the schools. 

It has hitherto been a souftit and sensible principle of 
the Department of Education that only those shall mark 
examination papers who have taught the subjects to be 
examined during the current year. This principle meets 
requirements of thorough familiarity with the subject in 
all its stages, familiarity with the process of teaching the 
subject during the year, and also equips the examiners 
with a good estimate of the value of the paper which has 
been set, in its coverage of the year's work. “Trick” ques¬ 
tion^ and “trick” papers are well within the experience of 
students, writing on finals, and it is hoped and expected 
that examiners have the right to exercise common sense 
and judgment in marking questions which are no real 
test of the ( student’s knowledge. 

This, year, however, it is understood that the personnel 
of the examining board is to include many who have not, 
for some time .been actively engaged in teaching the sub¬ 
jects to be marked. Amongst these are included govern¬ 
ment employees, who, despite their undoubted fitness for 
their own particular work, are surely nut sufficiently fa¬ 
miliar with the year’s work in Grade XI and Grade Xli 
subjects, to be charged with the responsibility of stud¬ 
ents’ success or failure. 

’1 he student’s fees for writing finals are a heavy burden 
upon many parents, struggling to give the children their 
chance. It is of the greatest importance that a uniform 
and experienced body of examiners be selected. No doubt 
there could be criticism of a policy that chose the' same 
board of examiners year after year. And yet the merit of 
such a policy would seem to outweigh the faults. Parents, 
students and teachers have a right to expect absolute uni¬ 
formity in papers marked from year to year. They must 
have confidence that the examining stall' has the thorough 
acquaintanceship with the subject, and with the student’s 
-response, that only day to day teaching can give. The

In a recent issue the Grande Prairie Herald, brings to' 
attention the necessity of giving people “a break” in this 
back-to-the-land movement, and the same applies to any 
movement of settlers from dried-out areas to more fertile 
farm lands. The Herald, which no doubt has an opportun¬ 
ity to follow out the practical developments in land set¬ 
tling, points out that it is very necessary that a careful 
survey be made of each location before anyone is allowed 
10 settle thereon. It is an experience of some areas, that 
one farm may be prosperous and productive, while an ad¬ 
joining section might be a millstone round the neck, even 
f 1 good farmer, not to mention one who is comparative¬ 
ly inexperienced. A district might have r. g. o 1 hist 
o furtively, yet include poor soil m its area. Unless 
-great care was exercised, some settler might be placed on 
cufe of these “poor” farms on the strength of the gener- 
fly g.iod reputation of the district. 

The movement of families frorrf'dried out districts and 
the locating of people under the land settlement scheme 
is a most commendable and most important project. It is 
a speculation, which has both human and economic haz- 
irds. 

1 - - 

For one thing those who come under these schemes, 
have already been strained almost beyond the point of hu¬ 
ll ah endurance. Their hopes and in some instances con- 
ca,• '.id have vanished. If they are to be rehab-, 
'itntcd, it should be no half-way undertaking, but a thor¬ 
ough and complete job, in order that the results be mater- 
lly an! spiritually successful.

A few years ago, the tendency Was toward'mass pro¬ 
duction and centralization. Now the call is for decentral¬ 
ization to assure a consistent. prosperity. The Lethbridge 
Herald quotes the president of the Dominion Bank of Can¬ 
ada on this subject, who says: 

“Most of the ills of, our social and economic life today 
could be automatically cured by decentralizing industry. 
Give a man with a family of five, four acres of land and 
he will raise more foodstuffs than his family edn possibly 
consume, He can get his living out of-the farms and 
spend the balance of his time in some other occupation. 

“Let Canada and.the United States study the enviable 
status of Holland. This country has 675 people to the 
square mile. In, Canada we have merely three and seven- 
tenths people to the square mile. Yet Holland is practi- 
cailp free of national indebtedness, -has a tax rate unbe¬ 
lievably low, and is absolutely free from any pauperism. 
Holland has developed the art of living on the land to a 
high standard of efficiency, whereas we have not.” 

The comment of the Lethbridge Herald: 

"Here in Southern Alberta it is pleasing to note that 
the tendency is to build on a basis of decentralized indus¬ 
try. 

“We'have the sugar factory at Raymond. 

“At Taber a small canning factory is being erected, and 
also a small flour mill. In that district, also, there is some 
hope of securing a broom factory. 

“Other points in the irrigated districts bhould try for a 
small wollen mill, a cheese factory, a milk condensery. 

“The more the workers in these factories can be drawn 
from small farms surrounding the factories the greater 
should be the stability of the enterprises, and the less 
likeliehood the workers would find themselves without 
means of support in seasons when the factories are idle.”

NEW ROAD PROGRAM 
WORK STARTS SOON 


“Wholesome diet costs very 
little,” there is given a day’s menu of 
‘balanced diet,” which is estimated 
in New York city to cost a family of 
five, 27 cts. a day. The menu as giv¬ 
en offers a challenge to any house¬ 
wife. And a Calgary housewife took 
up the challenge and followed the 
menu exactly, finding that it cost 
$1.07 when bought in Calgary. That is 
the fault in all these food schedules. 
People do not differ greatly-on what 
constitutes a balanced diet but oost of 
produce differs greatly as between ci¬ 
ties or between towns. So an allow¬ 
ance that might be adequate in one 
place is totally inadeuuate elsewhere. 

The Calgary woman who made the 
test writes to the Herald: “The goods 
listed cost $1.07, just 5 cts. more than 
the daily relief allowance for a fam¬ 
ily of five. During a recent trip to 
the United States I found sugar sel¬ 
ling at ten pounds for 25 cents; in 
Calgary it is ten pounds for 79 cents. 
Peas sold over there at three pounds 
for ten cents; here at one pound for 
fifteen cents. Oranges there were ten 
cents a dozen and here 30 cents. Milk 
at six cents a quart and here ten 
cents, and so forth. 

“So these diet experiments are of 
no value as a basis of relief allowan¬ 
ces in different countries.”

Fresh and frozen 
fish “on ice” totals 5,430,590 pounds 
and there are alseo 3,035,414 pounds 
of smoked, dried, pickled or salted 
fish.

L. McPherson, minister of public 
works, that the Bow Island to Medi¬ 
cine Hat leg of the Trans-Canada Red 
Trail is to be gravelled. Tenders are 
to be opened June 20 and work will be 
Commenced as soOn as the contracts 
are awarded. Altogether 12 road pro¬ 
jects are included in the new program 

Some 320 miles of highway will be 
comprised in the initial program as 
thus announced by Hon. O. L. McPher 
son, minister of public works. The 
work will be financed from the $750,- 
000 loan that the province has secur¬ 
ed from the Dominion government 
and will be the first claim made up¬ 
on it. A large part of the total loan 
will be absorbed, it is understood, in 
the several projects included in the 
list. 

The Jasper highway is to have first 
course gravelling on a 15-mile sec¬ 
tion in the Edson-Carrot Creek area, 
and there will also be some revision 
work on the Evansburg hill and at 
Galloway. 

Medicine Hat-Bow Island 

Other first-course gravelling is to 
be done on 40 miles betweenMVIedicine 
Hat and Bow Island and oh 26 miles 
of the Castor-Coronation highway. 

The list of second-course gravelling 
projects, covering a total mileage of 
approximately 240 miles is as fol¬ 
lows: 

Wetaskiwin to Pigeon Lake; Car- 
veil, Onaway and Alberta Beach; La- 
combe to Gull Lake; Calgary to Oko- 
toks; Vulcan to High River; Stirling 
to New -Dayton; Walsh to Medicine 
Hat; Cardston to Lethbridge; Leth¬ 
bridge to Taber. 

In the case of both first and second 
course gravelling, it is explained by 
the minister, some further projects 
will be undertaken. '
